The Sohool, as its name indicated, was originally 
a Sohool of Literature and Expression. This was as planned by the^ 
Founder, Mrs. Timothy Eaton; the first President and Advisor, the 
Rev. Nathaniel Burwash; and the first Principal, Mrs. Emma Soott 
Raff Nasmith. But as Oral Expression required -grace of movement and 
good address, which could be developed only through suitable Physical 
Culture, instruction in Physioal Culture came to be introduced; 

As it is our hope that there will ultimately be 
included in the curriculum of the School of Physioal and Health Edu- 
cation, subjects adequate for the purpose of enabling studenta to
